This covers the credit-mobilier period of 
the party, all of which now stands 
reaffirmed and fully indorsed. The 
country is then declared to be a nation, 
although the states are conceded to have 
some rights; but even this concession is 
practically nullified by the declaration 
that the federal judiciary shall deter- 
mine what rights are reserved ‘to the 
states. The third resolution looks to- 
wards a national system of education, 
and the fourth is aimed straight at the 
Catholic church in its advocacy of a con- 
stitutional prohibition of the right of 
a state to dispose of its own money as it 
sees fit. The fifth is a high protection 
plank thinly disguised. The sixth em- 
braces the Chinese question, and is the 
largest sized instance of how not to do it, 
in the entire document.
